This is a reminder to amateur radio operators 
that business use of amateur radio is prohibited 
by FCC regulations. The only exception to this 
rule is emergency communications directly 
relating to the immediate safety of individuals or 
protection of property. The FCC made the no- 
business rule to keep the amateur bands from 
being overrun with businesses such as taxicab 
dispatchers and tow truck operators. Also, the 
rule is intended to maintain the hobby nature of 
amateur radio. The FCC says that amateur 
radio operators are "persons interested in radio 
technique solely with a personal aim and without 
pecuniary interest." 


The availability of autopatches tends to increase 
the probability of encountering business 
communications since the person on the phone 
often is not a licensed radio amateur. However, 
the issue is not confined to just autopatches, 
This is especially true with the increasing 
numbers of family members obtaining their 
licenses, Since so much of our day-to-day 
activity involves employment and shopping 
{earning money and spending money), it's easy 
for business use to creep into our radio 
conversations. 


Many hams don't realize how fortunate we are 
to have autopatches. In many countries, 
autopatches are not allowed since the 
government owns and operates the telephone 
‘system and doesn't appreciate the comps 
So we should treat autopatches as a privilege 
not a right. 


Keep in mind that your decisions about the use 
of a repeater or an autopatch affect other radio 
amateurs. The repeater licensee is responsible 
for the content of transmissions on the repeater. 
Less directly, the rest of the repeater group can 
be affected by your actions. If the FCC should 
fine the repeater licensee for inappropriate use 


of amateur radio, we could all lose the use of 
the autopateh. 


What exactly does the FCC say about business 
communications? "No amateur station shall 
transmit any communication the purpose of 
which is to facilitate the business or commercial 
affairs of any party." Pretty clear and to the 
point -- business communications are not 
allowed. Or is it clear? Exactly what is business 
communications? Ask ten different radio 
amateurs and you will probably get ten different 
answers. Thus, the fine points of this issue have 
been debated passionately over the years. The 
FCC is considering liberalizing the prohibition 
against business communications, which might 
help the situation some. Or it might just move 
the arguments to a new set of gray areas. The 
intent of this article is NOT to clear up the gray 
areas because, frankly, it probably can't be 
done. This article DOES encourage amateurs to 
refrain from blatant forms of _ business 
‘communication and to stay away from the gray 
areas as much as possible. Staying away from 
the gray areas means that the repeater licensee 
and officers are not forced into splitting hairs on 
the definition of business use to protect the legal 
use of the repeater. 


Here are some specific guidelines conceming 
business use of amateur radio: 


* Using the autopatch to facilitate a business 
transaction is illegal. For example, ordering a 
pizza (with or without anchovies) using amateur 
radio is illegal 


* Autopatch calls to a business phone may be 
legal, but make sure the content of the call is 
CLEARLY not business related, 


* Autopatch calls to your place of business to 
check for messages or to coordinate 
appointments is illegal. This is true even if your 
business is run from your house and the 
information is provided by a member of your 
family 


* Remember that these same restrictions apply 
even when not using the autopatch. For 
example, calling your licensed spouse and 
discussing business activities is illegal 


* Business communication used to remedy an 
emergency situation is legal. For example, 
calling a tow truck company to remove a car 
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from a hazardous location is allowed and 
encouraged. 


* The FCC has ruled that the discussion of 
amateur radio equipment for sale (including 
swap nets) is legal as long as it's not a regular 
business activity. However, don't discuss or 
negotiate the price on the air. 


* Consider the purchase of a cellular telephone 
if you have a need for mobile business 
communications, Remember, amateur radio is a 
hobby and your radio is NOT a mobile 
telephone. 


Let's protect our amateur radio privileges, 
including autopatches. Please give this issue 
some thought and make sure that your amateur 
radio conversations are clearly not business 
related,
